Ottawa, Ont.. April 29.—Drastic war 
time restrictions on the use of sugar 
and shortening in the manufacture of 
biscuits, cakes, or sweet dough pro- 
ducts; entire prohibition of the manu- 
facture of certain of these producta; 
curtailment of the sugar consumption 


of candy manufacturers to one half 
the monthly average used by them laat 
year; Imitation of the amount of the 
fat and sugar which may be used tn 
the manufacture of ice cream, are tho 
principal provisions of an order just 
issued by the Canada Food Board, 

The new regulatione are intended 
to readjust Canada’s consumption of 
sugar to the available supply, and to 
prepare for the requirements of can- 
ning and preserving season. The use 
of fats is curtailed because of the tn- 
creasing need for edible fats over- 
seas, 

Further restrictions ere made on 
tho use of wheat flour in the manu-

(a) “Public Eating Place” includes 
hotel, restaurant, cafeteria, club, din- 
ing-car or steamship, or any place 
whatsoever where reals or refresh-
